est exodus of populations in mod- 
ern, history, atfecting more

1,000,000 .Greeks and Turks,

agreements approved by the allied

conference. Within the next two 
•weeks all the Greeks living in ter- 
ritory under Turkish sovereignty 
must sell out their goods and ef- 
fects to Mussulmen and leave 
Turkey.

'"PHE passage of the Bursum Pueblo Indian bill by the 
IA Senate and its cheerful march toward ratification in 
the House seem too bad to be true. The Senate has surely 
had no understanding of what it was doing. The bill, 
smoothly sponsored by the Indian Bureau and Secretary 
Fall of the Department of the Interior, would reverse our 
entire past policy toward 8,000 of the most interesting and 
inoffensive of original Americans. 


It woald, in effect, cancel the system of self-govern- 


ment which the Indians have always been encouraged to 
preserve. It would take away many of their lands and 
•water rights. It would hand them over, to a large extent, 
from federal to state jurisdiction. The result would be a 
terrible blow at the dignity, welfare, and independent life 
of the Pueblos—a blow likely to be fatal. 


Why Secretary Fall should sponsor such a bill he j 


must soon explain. Probably he has deferred to his friend j 
Senator Bursum, who in turn appears to be worrying over j 
the rights of Mexicans and Americans who have edged in j 
upon the Indian lands. Probably the Indian Bureau has! 


„ followed where Secretary Fall has led. There may be j 


more of stupidity than of malice in the entire affair. Cer- j 
tainly there have been misrepresentation !and proposed in- 
justice. The Indians were said to favor the bill;, their 
delegates met Nov. 5 and repudiated it. If the bill is an 
"administration measure," as Mr. Fall says, Mr. Fall has 
deceived certain gentlemen in the administration too hon- 
est and just to be knowingly a party to so questionable a 
transaction. 


The time has come to call a halt on mistreatment of 


the Indians. The Calif ornia Diggers have already suffered 
under the spirit of unrest at work in the Department of 
the Interior. The Pueblos cannot be permitted to suffer. 
If not robbed of their land or their water they can support 
themselves. They are worthy of our admiration as well as 


- of our fair.play, for their dances, their pottery, and their 


silver work represent a life and an art which writers and 
atists have found fit for study and praise. 


Americans are grieved over the racial minorities in 


Turkey, whom our foreign policy does not permit us to pro- 
tect. They would do well to insist on justice for our own 
racial jninority in New Mexico.
